AMSTERDAM, Sept. 14.—In extend- 
ing its invitation to all the belligerent 
governments to enter into non-binding 
discussions at some neutral meeting 
place, the Austro-Hungarian govern- 
ment stated that the object of the con- 
ference would be to secure an ex- 
change of view which would show 
“whether those pre-requisites exist 
which would make the speedy inaugur- 
ation of peace negotiations appear 
promising.” 

The Austrian proposal suggests that 
there be no interruption of the war, 
and that the “discussions would go 
only so far as is considered by the 
participants to offer prospects of suc- 
cesr." 

The proposal calls for all the bel- 
ligerents to send delegates to a “‘con- 
fidential and non-binding discussion on | 
the basic principles for the conclusion | 
of peace, in a place in a neutral coun- 
try and at a near date that would yet 
have to be agreed upon.” | 

The proposal says the conference | 
would be one of “delegates who would;

WHEAT AT HIGH 
RIVER PRAIRIE 


R. L. Stanley brought into The Bul- 
letin office on Saturday a sample of 
wheat in head from the farm of D. 
Hayden, of High Prairie, on the Dun- 
vegan railway, about 240 miles north- 
west of the city. The wheat is of ex- 
cellent sample and gives evidence of 
a good yield. An occasional head has 
been blighted by the July frost The 
large and the grain 
plump, hard and well colored.

The Canada I'ood Board urges 
householders to aasist in arranging 6 
fair distribution of sugar. Owlng to 
the fact that the Cuban cane crop has 
proved to be 300,000 tone short of the 
original estimates upon which sugar 
allotments for Canada and the Allied 
countries were based, with additional 
shortages due to disappointments of 
the Loulelana cane crop and the sugar 
beet crop of the United States and 
losses from submarine attacks off the 
American coast, the International 6u- 
gar Commission have been obliged to 
reduce the amounts allotted to the 
various Allied countries, including 
Candda. The Canada Food Board has, 
therefore, imposed radical restrictions 
upon manufaciurers using sugar for 
the purpose of providing aufficlent 
quantities to yy ans A househoidere, It 
would be manifestly unfair, “however, 
if people in the homes ate up the 
gugar saved by reguletions of manu- 
facturers by wasteful or extravagant 
use, or even by permitting consump- 
tion of amounts normally used in nor- 
mal years. The Food Board urges that 
a family of two should not use more 
than an a egate of one quarter of 
@ level ‘cupful of sugar per day for 
cooking, table use, and all other pur- 
poses, except preserving, and for other 
families consumption should be Imit- 
ed to the same proportion. 

Allowances Reduced, 

Candy manufecturers have had their 
allowance of sugar reduced to one 
half of the amount used by them last 
year. Cake and biscuit makars have 
been placed on a rigoroua ration basis 
and are now using syrups and other 
available substitutes to a large extent. 
Jam manufacturers are even using 
law sugar.

The making of heavy jams and pre- 
serves is not necessary and should be 
stopped, 

Greatest Waste In Homes. 

“The greatest waste of sugar does not! 
oceur in the manufacture of candy, or| 
in commercial uses, all of which are 
now under drastic regulations, In- 
stead, it is found in unnecessary and 
excessive use of sugar in the homes,''| 
says the Food Board. “The time has! 
come when the people of Canada must} 
understand that sugar consumption! 
must be reduced, With reasonable 
conservation there will be sufficient! 
to take care of preserving require- 
ments, and to meet the necessary de-| 
mands until the end of the year when 
the new crop will be available, but! 
thie can only be assured by reduced) 
domestic consumption, If extfava- 
gance ig continued in the homes, | 
shortage is unavoidable and the blame! 
will reat with the householder.’ }

The Canada foed board, in appeal- 
ing to farmers to see that their eattie, 
before being put on the market, are as 
properly fattened as Possible, with a 
view to conservation, makes the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Heavy oattie and high prices bring 
large returns, but light cattle and cuts 
in prices destroy profits. It pays to 
pasture cattle when the season has 
been fair with good rains and good 
pasture during the last half of Sep- 
tember and October. A little effort 
put forward now will make possible 
putting on the additional 100 pounds 
per head and secure a better price for 
the cattle as well. 

‘The Canada food board and British 
Purchasing committee state that the 
beef situation in the Allied countries 
makes it important to discourage send- 
ing unfinished cattle to slaughter.”
